brought out the following: 
'There is a shortage of whole 
milk in this area, and there will 
be even a greater shortage July I, 
1957, when only Grade A milk can 
be purchased by whole milk proc­ 
essors. 
A farmer should not produce 
Grade C milk with less than eight 
cows, and that a Grade A producer 
should have at least 15 cows. 
Next year, when only Grade A 
milk can be purchased by whole 
milk processors, his company will 
lose an estimated 200 producers 
of Grade C milk, because they can­ 
not, or will not convert to a Grade 
A producer. 
His company is trying to help 
the Grade C producers: 
His com­ 
pany has most of the* machinery 
and the building for someone to 
start a cheddar cheese factory in 
Harrisburg, 
who could 
purchase 
Grade C milk. 
If a condensed milk factory could 
be interested in locating a pickup 
station in Harrisburg, some of the 
truckers hauling for his company 
could pick up Grade C milk for 
condensed milk while picking up 
Grade A milk for his company.

WASHINGTON <U.R>—The House 
today had the farm bill back in 
its lap. 
The Senate Friday night shouted 
approval of a modified version of 
the House-passed bill. 
It included President Eisenhow­ 
e r s $1.2 billion soil bank. 
It also 
included compromises on some pro­ 
visions boosting farm price sup­ 
ports opposed by the adm inistra­ 
tion. 
The bill contained only one pro­ 
vision strongly opposed by the ad­ 
ministration — cotton sold abroad 
would have to go on the market 
at world market prices.

ministration had several strong ob­ 
jections to the House version of 
the bill.

Eisenhower Gets 
GOP Delegates; 
M cKay Tops Opponent 


PORTLAND, Ore. HPI — Adlai 
Stevenson built up at commanding 
lead over Sen. Estes Kefauver in 
returns today from Oregon’s Dem ­ 
ocratic presidential primary. 
Stevenson jumped into a 14,000 
vote lead on the basis of incom­ 
plete returns from more than half 
of the state's polling places. His 
showing all but erased effect of 
the defeat the former Illinois gov- 
“rnor suffered at the hands of Kc 
fauver in the Minnesota prim ary. 
^ It was in Oregon in 1952 
that 
Kefauver scored an overwhelming 
victory over Stevenson, but at that 
time Stevenson was refusing to 
commit himself as a candidate. 
Neither was on the ballot 
this 
year but both campaigned vigor­ 
ously, leading 
to a large write-in 
vote. 
Counting of the paper ballots 
was made slow by 
the lack 
of 
voting machines and 
the 
large 
number of local candidates 
and 
issues. 
But early returns showed 
Stevenson was strong in the urban 
areas while Kefauver picked up 
most of his support from the coun­ 
try precincts. 
Incomplete, 
unofficial 
returns 
from 1,790 of Oregon’s 2,519 pre­ 
cincts gave Stevenson 40.862 votes 
to 26,414 for Kefauver in their bid 
for the state’s 16 Democratic N a­ 
tional Convention delegates. 
President Eisenhower had 93,380 
votes. 
He will have Oregon’s 18 
GOP delegates to the nominating 
convention in San Francisco 
in 
August.

national interest, former Interior 
S e c r e t a r y 
Douglas 
McKay 
lengthened his early 
lead over 
Philip Hitchcock, his chief oppo­ 
nent for the Republican senatorial 
nomination to oppose Sen.

Annual Armed 


Forces Day 
Is Celebrated 


Marching Men, 


Jets, Missiles 


Mark Observance 


WASHINGTON IP— The United 
States put on a world wide display 
of its military ‘ power for peace'’ 
today in a celebration of its sev­ 
enth Armed Forces Day. 
Marching men, screaming jets 
and guided missiles marked the 
day at home and abroad as mili­ 
tary installations welcomed a vast 
influx of civilians to inspect their 
latest weapons. 
President Eisenhower proclaim­ 
ed the day in honor of the arm ed 
forces which “ demonstrate to the 
world our free way of life’’ and 
“ our aspiration to insure national 
.security through better internation­ 
al understanding ” 
Defense Secretary 
Charles E. 
Wilson set the tone of the occas- 
sion in a speech Friday night. 
He 
declared the United 
States will 
maintain its present 2.850.000-man 
military establishment for the “ in­ 
finite future.’’ 
but 
will not use 
it for “ intimidation or aggression." 
Wilson’s statem ent at an Armed 
Forces Day dinner was the official 
U S answer to Russia’s recent an­ 
nouncement that it will trim its 
military power by I 2 million. The 
mustered out Soviet soldiers will 
meet manpower shortages on Red 
farms and in factories. 
“ There 
is 
no clear indication 
that the world situation has im 
proved to the point where we can 
importantly modify our policy of 
strength for the long pull,” Wilson 
said. 
The secretary practiced what he 
preached by drastically reducing 
the size of a mighty bomber fly 
over at Washington. 
A planned 
fleet of 216 B-47’s—the Air Force’* 
largest public display of air-atom­ 
ic power — was cut down to 45 
planes on Wilson’s orders.

Farm Ponds Increasing in Popularity 


Estimate 7,754,000 
Workers on Farms 


WASHINGTON IP—The Agricul­ 
ture Department estimates that 7,- I 
754,000 persons were working on 
farm s during the last 
week of

Construction of farm ponds is 
booming in Illinois, state and fed­ 
eral officials reported today. 
E arthdam ponds are becoming 
increasingly 
popular—particularly 
in southern Illinois, where the 1951- 
54 drought created a big demand 
for reserve water supplies. 
F a rm e rs lucky enough to have 
reasonably good locations for ponds 
and adequate watersheds can take 
advantage ot both state and feder­ 
al aid to create ponds for conser­ 
vation. reserve water and fishing. 
The U. S. Soil Conservation Serv­ 
ice is interested in the ponds as a 
conservation practice to prevent 
soil erosion, protect seedings of 
grass and legumes, and provide 
reserve w ater supplies. The serv­ 
ice often will provide conservation 
paym ents to build ponds. 


Helps Pay Bill 


These payments vary but aver­ 
age about $130 per pond. The total 
cost of a pond 
is considerably , 
higher, often running to several 
hundred dollars. 
The 
Agricultural 
Stabilization 
and Conservation office at Spring­ 
field said more than 1,500 new 
Illinois ponds were approved for 
these payments in 1954. and the 
final 1955 total is expected to be 
higher. The figure was 140 in 1952, 
and 541 in 1953. 
The State Conservation D epart­ 
ment also reported large num bers 
of new farm ponds being built. The 
department, as enthusiastic about 
ponds for Ashing and recreation 
use as for conservation, will stock 
the ponds with bass and bluegills j 
free. 
However, a pond must be built 
on an approved site and accord­ 
ing to minimum standards to be 
eligible for the fish stocking pro­ 
gram . 
Farm ers also must agree i 
to perm it ‘ reasonable’’ public fish- ! 
mg. 


Staff biologist William J. Harth 
said a pond must cover at least 
half an acre, and in .southern Illi­ 
nois it must be at least 8 feet deep 
for a minimum of 25 per cent of 
its arca.

Automobile insurance contracts 
are written for specific amounts 
of coverage, fo r example, in limits 
of $25/50,000.000 for Bodily Injury 
liability and 
$5,000.00 Property 
Damage Liability. 
This, (rf course, 
means that the insurance company 
will pay up to $25,000.00 for the 
injury to one person in aa accident 
and up to $50,000.00 if more than 
one person is injured and up to 
$5,000.00 for Property Damage. 


Now, a most interesting question 
was recently presented to the Unit­ 
ed States Court of Appeals in Geor­ 
gia as to w hether the $5,000.00 
property damage coverage would 
pay only a total of $5,000.00 when 
there was dam age in one accident 
to vehicles belonging to fourteen 
different owners, the total damage 
of which was in excess of $5,000.00. 


This decision 
did not involve 
damage to automobiles, hut the 
rule of law w hich is set forth is 
applicable to automobile accident 
cases, 


FACTS O F THE CASE 


An automobile belonging to John 
Jones was operated in a negligent 
manner and ran into a railroad 
freight train, thereby causing dam­ 
age to sixteen freight cars which 
belonged to fourteen different aep- 
urate owners. 
The damage to each 
car r a n g e d 
from $349.63 to 
$4,015.67, and the total damage Was 
$41,37131. 


The fourteen different railroads 
sued John Jo n es and each secured 
a judgment for the amount of his 
damage and all the judgments to­ 
talled $41,371.31. 


i 
John’s insurance company refus­ 
ed to pay more than the total of 
$5,000.00 for property damage lia­ 
bility. 


The lower court held the Insur­ 
ance company liable for the total 
amount of all the judgments. Hie 
insurance com pany appealed the 
court ruling, but the Court of Ap­ 
peals affirmed the ruling of the 
lower court and held the insurance 
company liable for the full amount 
of all the judgm ents, $41,371.31. 


Said the court. “We Find nothing 
in the facts of this case to take it 
out of the general rule, applicable 
in Georgia as elsewhere, that if one 
cause operates upon several per­ 
sons at one tim e, it cannot be re­ 
garded as a general accident, but 
the injury to each individual is a 
separate accident, within the mean­ 
ing of an insurance contract in a 
specified sum. against liability to 
pay claims for personal injuries or 
property damages. The words ‘each 
accident’ as used in the policy in 
suit, must be construed from the 
point of view o f the person whose 
property was injured”.
